letter received by Mrs. John Siegel 
from her son, John, who is with the 
United States Navy training station 
at Norfolk, Va: 


"I suppose by the time you receive 


this letter that you will know where

liave fine eats and place* to sleep. All 
we do is drill for about eight hours 
a day.
